Another unfortunate Circumſtance that attended Mr. 


 Townly in his early Days, and which, through a long 


Courſe of Time, and by imperceptible Means, might 
be the original Occaſion of this unhappy Concluſion of 
his Life, was, the Prejudice of his Education; being 


in his Infancy prepoſſeſsd with Notions, imbib'd in 


his Family, in Favour of Jacobitiſin, and a bad Opinion 
of the preſent Eſtabiiſhment. As to his Father's poli- 


tical Sentiments, we have little or no Account, more 


than traditionary; however we believe it will not be 
uncharitable to ſuppoſe, that they were conformable to 
thoſe, which his Son entertained and purſued ever ſince; 
and likewiſe thoſe of Mr. Townly's Uncle who wastried 


for the ſame Principles in 1715, tho? acquitted after a 


long Trial at the Mar/halſea Court before Judge Powis. 
Mr. Townly having, as before obſerv'd, ſpent an 


opulent Fortune in a few Years, was reduced: to great 
Extremities, his Friends, that is, thaſe among whom 


he had fool'd away his Eſtate, kgpt at a Diſtance from 
him, or if they chanc*d to meet him, upbraided him for 


his Folly, and made him the Subject of their .il]-natured 


Mirth behind his Back. At length perceiving he was 
the Object of the Scorn or Pity of all his Acquaintance; 
and as he was bred a Gentleman he could not ſtoop to 


baſe Methods of Subſiſtence; he took up a Reſolution 
becoming the Spirit of a brave Man, namely, to put

bels, and to hinder any Supplies from being carried 
| into the Town, Col. Townly cauſed Chevaus de Frize 
to be made and fixed at all the Gates and Entrances to 
| Keep off his Majeſty's Horſe and Dragoons. During 
the ſhort Time of his Government he. did all that 
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could be done in Defence of the Place. The Gariſon 
being in great want of Proviſions, he ordered a Party 
to ſally out, and bring in Sheep that was feeding not 
l far off in the Fields, and at the ſame Time mounted 
the Walls, with a Piſtol in his Hand, that if he 
=  Jhould ſee the King's Forces bending that Way, he 
might give his Party timely Notice to retreat. He 
as ſo hearty in the Cauſe, that rather than hear his

What his 
Treatment of her has been, we have no Buſineſs with, 
let that be as it will, he parted with a good de 
ſſeeming Affection. * WE i 
The Friends and Relations of all the reſt of them, 
paid em their laſt Viſit the ſame Evening; and Abun- 
dance of Tears and tender Expreſſions paſs'd on fo 
moving an Occaſion. However, they (the Priſoners) 
_ ſeemed mighty hearty and chearful, and deſired their 
Friends to be under no Concern for them, for as they 
ſuffered in a good Cauſe, they were ſure of being happy. 


A young Gentleman, who had often been familiar 
with them in Newgate, coming to ſee and take his 


Leave of them in the Morning they were executed, 
could not forbear, even with Tears, expreſſing his ex- 
treme Concern for their approaching Fate, which in a 
few Hours they muſt undergo. But they, with the 
greateſt ſeeming Unconcern, bid him not grieve for 
them; for that they were happy, having done nothing 
that they ſaw Cauſe to repent of, and would do the 
ſame again had they the ſame Opportunity. 


In the Morning of their Execution, Charles Deacon, 


who had been reprieved, went up into his Brother's 
Room, to take his laſt Farewel of him. But though _ |} 
he went up with all the Boldneſs and Courage imagin= | 
able, yet on the Sight of his Brother, and reflecting 
at the lame Inſtant, that he ſhould immediately be for 
ever torn from him, was ſuch a Shock upon him, that 
he had much ado to keep upon his Legs, and was 
forced to be ſupported in coming down Stairs.

They went to Reſt at the 
uſual Hour, ſlept ſoundly y but firſt took Leave of all

The next Morning they were called up about ſix 0? 
Clock, and unlooſed from the Floor, to which they X 
had been chained down ever ſince Sentence of Death I 
was paſſed upon them.
